SACRAMENTO, April 22.—Gov. 
Richardson today vetoed Assembly 
Bill No. 2 by Assemblyman Adams,

PHOENIX, April 22.—Weather 
Bureau reports indicate that the 
coast storm has passed over Ari- 
zona to the eastward. Much cooler 
weather is known in all parts of 
the State. In Phoenix precipitation 
was .51 of an inch—heaviest storm 
record for over a year. After some 
rainfall. eight inches of snow fell 
in the Tonto Basin region above 
Roosevelt, with even more on the 
Salt River head waters.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.— 
Discovery that 1110 cases of seized 
liquor have in some unaccountable 


manner suddenly disappeared from 
behind the steel doors of govern- 
ment vaults, this afternoon threw 
prohibition enforcement circles 
here into consternation. 

The liquor—worth more than 
$50,000 at conservative estimates, 
and almost twice that at bootle- 
gere’ prices——was seized in two big 
liquor cases and stored in the 
aupposedily impregnable vaults of 
the United <éStates customhouse 
at Washington and Battery streets. 

It was duly checked in and con- 
sidered safe until the courts should 
order whatever dispos tion thereof 
as the law required. 

Yet last week, when a United 
States deputy marshal went to get 
the liquor, on a formal court order 
for its destruction, it was gone— 
lost without a trace. 

Prohibitior officials were run- 
ning around, figuratively, in tircles. 
From one source came the report 
that the liquor was in the custody 
of Samuel Rutter; from another 
source that Capt. Goff held the 
responsibility. 

From Rutter’s office the follow- 
ing statement was made tonight 
by Quincy J. Boone, assistant pro- 
hibition director: 

“I have no information of the 
disappearance of any seized liquor. 
Director Rutter turned over to 
Capt. Goff all seized liquor shortly 
after Goff became prohibition 
agent.”

The total for last month was 
2,028,848 tons, valued at $62,734,- 
814. February's commerce was 
1,736,460 tons. worth $67,743,924. 
whereas March a year ago boasted 
only 1,857,863 tons with a value of 
$62,206, 977. The gain over Feb- 
Truary was 292.898 tons and 
$4,990,890, and over March a year 
ago, of 170, 986 tons and $10,527,- 
987, practically 20 per cent.

foreign. The coastwise inbound. 
exclusive of lumber, amounted to 
67.513 tons for March, valued at 
$9,270,913.

$97 tons, worth $13,277,384. 
Intercoastal inbound commerce

A German court ruled 
that the legacy must be divided by 
the heirs, but the order was not. 
executed. Through the nineteenth 
century four unsuccessful suits 
were instituted, the inheritance 
eventually passing to the crown. 

Members of the Metzger family 
formed a 
commission to récover the money. 
It is not known whether the Queen 
has banked the money or whether 
it is in paper or gold marks.

SUSPECTS ARE HELD 
IN RICH WIDOW’S MURDER 


Asserted Lover and Another Under 
Arrest; Autopsy Gives Color 


to Fiend Slayer Theory 


A few hours after the police last night had placed Stanley 


M. Sharpe in jail on a charge 


of suspicion of the murder of 


_ Mrs. Louise Unternahrer, wealthy middle-aged modiste, whose 
- Mutilated body was found early yesterday morning on the out- 
skirts of Culver City, Assistant County Autopsy Surgeon Webb, 
afteg performing an autopsy, declared the woman had un- 
doubtedly been brutally attacked by a fiend before he ended 
her life with a blow on the head frem a club. | 


Although circumstantial  evi- 
dence, according to the police, 
pointed strongly toward Sharpe, 
who was said to have been @ for- 
mer lover of the slain woman and 
with whom she was known to have 


been infatuated, the facts dis- 
closed by Dr. Webb may throw an 
entirely different light on the mat- 


NEW THEORY HELD 

A theory firt held by the police, 
but which was af but discarded 
following ‘the arrest of Sharpe, 
that the woman had been attacked 
by a man/ from among the colony 
of railroad workers living adjacent 
te her home, loomed with increas- 
ing importance last night. 

Barly yesterday afternoon, be- 
fore Shar had been taken into 
custody, it was proposed to throw 
the entire efficiency equad of the 
police department, numbering more 
than 100 men under the command 
of Asst. Capt. Cahill, into and 
around the community In a search 
that would cover every foot of 
. ground. Questioning of all sus- 
picious characters was planned. 

The findings of Dr. ebb also 
threw into more prominence the 
arrest of a second suspect taken 
inte custody in connection with 
the case yesterday afternoon by 
the police—that of Lewis Valdez, 
a Mexican who was arrested by 
Officers Thorington and Brennon 
for assertedly accosting LUttle girls 
on Sunset Boulevard. At the po- 
lice station it was deciared that 
a portion of the man’s clothing 
bore »lood stains and he - was 
locked up for further investige- 


tion.

He was 
locked up on the suspicion charge 
after Capt. Bean of the homicide 
equad, had questioned him at 
length and expressed dissatisfac- 
tion of the statement given by 

Sharpe. His statement, according 


to Capt. Bean, does not correspond 
with police information of the 
youth's movements on the night of 
the crime.

The prisoner is described as a 
former lover of Mrs. Unternahrer. 
He ta 27 years of age. She is 48. 
Information obtained from the 
siain woman's most intimate 
friends, those who likewise knew 
Sharpe, reveal that Sharpe pursued 
the elderly woman with his ardent 
wooing and won her heart, that he 
peewee to marry her, then jilted 
er.

“Louise always carried her jew- 
ele with her at all time,” Mrs.

“T had 
repeatedly warned her not to 


take such chances. I had warned | 


that some time she might be slain 
for the small fortune that she al- 
ways carried. She would scoff at 
the thought, explaining that she 
was a very fast runner and that 
nobody would molest a woman of 
her age.”

Unternahrer made back ‘o her 
homeland. Upon her return she 
always heard tales about her hus- 
band. They were divorced in 1911. 
The divorce, because of her reli- 
gious education, caused the mo- 
diste to be disowned b* ner fami- 
ly, which brought added sorrows 
to her. 

Mra. Unternahrer came to Call- 
fornia in 1916. #he had ascumu- 
lated a small i fortune. She 
wanted to invest it. A short time 


ago she purchased a bungalow at « 


Culver city. She invested too un- 
wisely, upon the advice of some 
of her yvuthful admirers, In fake 
ol! and mining stocks. She :made 
two trips to Texas, only to learn 
that she had been buncoed cut 
of additional slices from her mea- 
ger wealth. 

Reminders of these financial 
disappointments were found in one 
of her trunks when it was ope 
by Detectives Stevens and Hick- 
ey. 

Sharpe told the police that he 
came to the United States from 
Trinidad, British- West Indies, 
about three and one-half years ago. 
Prior to that time he served in the 
British air forces, he stated. Since 


‘his arrival in Los Angeles he has 


been employed as a salesman for a 
roofing compeny.

‘LOPEZ, KILLED 


Shot by Villa 


Mine Siege Slayer is 
Disclosed 


End of 


Reported Slain in Mexico by 
Bandit Chief 


A chance remark to a deputy 
Sheriff yesterday disclosed that 
Rafael Lopez, the Mexican “ti- 
ger” who in 1913 killed six men 
and escaped from the shaft of a 
mine filled with poisonous gas at 
Bingham, Utah, where he had tak- 
en refuge, met his end at the 
hands of Pancho Villa in Mexico 
in 1915, after Lopez had killed 
one of the bandit chieftain’s col- 
onels. 

The end of the notorious killer, 
for whom a nation-wide search 
was conducted for years and for 
whom, dead or alive, rewards of 
$8000 were posted, was revealed 
by Amador Castro, 


witnessed the slaying of Lopez, to 
Deputy Sheriff Sepulveda. 
TELIS OF SLAYING 

Castro and Deputy Sepulveda 
were talking of notorious. Mexican 
criminals when the former asked 
the officer if he remembered the 
record of Lopez, and had heard of 
his slaying. Taken by surprise, be- 
cause nothing was ever heard of 
Lopez after he escaped to Mexico, 
pressed Castro for de- 
tai 


After hig*escape to Mexico, Cas- 
tro said, Lopez joined the roving 
bandit forces of the late dictator 
of Northern) Mexico. His quarrel- 
some disposition and his arrogant 
attitude caused a colonel to repri- 
mand him. He replied in his char- 
acteristic way by shooting the offi- 
cer dead. Villa heard of the kill- 
ing and, scorning military courts, 
shot and killed Lopez with his own 
pistol. 

Deputy Sepulveda yesterday 
dispatched the news of Lopez's 
end in a letter to Sheriff Ben Hart 
of Salt Lake City, Utah, where the 
fate of the outlaw is gaid to be un- 
known. 


THREE WEEKS’ SIRGE 

The siege of the Utah-Apex 
mine followed the slaying of six 
men by Lopez, ich was one of the 
most spectacular gun fights in the 
West. Lopez started his red ca- 
reer by shooting a Mexican at 
Bingham, a few miles from Salt 
Lake City, then shot Bingham’s 
Chief of Police and Deputy Sher- 
iff Witbeck. One more deputy was 
killed in the chase and two Aus- 
trians were slain before Lopez es- 
caped into the mine. 

The siege lasted three weeks. 
The mine was opened after six 
weeks and Lopez was found to 
have escaped, evidently before the 
mine was boarded up. He was 
traced to Los Angeles but the trail 
Was never picked up again. It 
was in 1916 that Lopez was report- 
ed to be working in a road camp 
near Los Angeles. He was hunt- 
ed there but no trace of him was 
found. He gave the officers the 
slip again when he was reported 
to be near Compton. In 1922 the 
authorities were notified that Lo- 
pez was in custody at Mt: Harris, 
Colo., but it was a case of mistaken 
identity. 

Castro happened to talk to Dep- 
uty Sepulveda because the Sher-
